The Dix on parking committee, organized two weeks ago, 
today did what committee members felt was ex pected. The 
committee made fiv e hurry -up parking recommendations to 
the city council, although sev eral loose ends were left hang­ 
ing. 
The committee’s recommendations were made, on sug­ 
gestions of a recent report by a city planning organization, 
w i t h o u t consideration of 
av ailability of s u g g e s t e d 
parking lots or the possible 
cost to the city . 
The committee did just ex actly 
what was ask ed of it —q uick recom­ 
mendations. 
Recommendations included: 
(1) That the property located 
at the southwest corner of Hen­ 
nepin Avenue and Second Street 
be purchased. 
(2) Building and Loan Property 
be purchased (this Is a lot locat­ 
ed between Galena and Ottawa 
avenues on Second Street). 
(3) The northeast corner of Ot­ 
tawa Avenue and Third Street be 
purchased. 
(t) A lot near River Street ex ­ 
panding west from Peoria Avenue 
to a small creek be purchased. 
(5) Park ing he prohibited on 
the Peoria Avenue bridge, and 
the east and south sides of the 
courthouse be metered. 
Pay -As-You-Go 
The committee also suggested the 
work be done on a pay -as-y ou-go 
basis, and that work be started im 
mediately . 
Arthur M. Tofte, commissioner of 
public health and safety , said met­ 
ers are available for the proposed 
two sides of the Lee County court­ 
house. Streets affected would be 
Ottawa Avenue between Second and 
Third streets and Third Street 
be­ 
tween Ottawa and Galena avenues. 
Second street already is metered, 
and no park ing is permitted on Ga­ 
lena Avenue. 
This move could be a slap at the 
Lee County Board of Supervisors, 
which has tak en a dim view of a 
req uest for part of the courthouse 
lawn for park ing. Many daily park ­ 
ers in the now free spaces around 
the courthouse are county em ­ 
ploy es. 
Represents Half 
Ray Fairfax , chairman of the

Sees Three 
Recessions 
During 19 60s 


CHICAGO <ZP) — A University 
of Chicago professor of finance pre­ 
dicted three recessions for the 
coming decade, but all milder than 
the recession of 19 57. 
Dr. Ezra Solomon, addressing 
the closing session of the midwest 
conference of the Mortgage Bank ­ 
ers Association of America today 
said initiating disturbances which 
cause recession are greater than 
in the 19 50s, but factors which 
counteract 
the 
downswing 
are 
stronger than ever. 
Government spending, especially 
national security spending, is the 
major initiating source of instabil­ 
ity , the professor said, because it 
it subject to the sudden changes 
in the temperature of the cold war. 
He said the 19 53-54 and 19 57 re­ 
cessions were caused by cuts in 
defense ex penditures. Erratic busi­ 
ness investment patterns also are 
sources of instability , he said.
